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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to Claim 1, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious means for damping the semiconductor wafer and means for receiving the 
reflected light energy from the semiconductor wafer, wherein said receiving means are employed 
for said inspecting, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 22-27 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 22. 

As to Claim 28, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious damping the semiconductor wafer by mounting a substantially rigid element 
proximate the semiconductor wafer, thereby forming a gap between said substantially rigid 
element and said semiconductor wafer free of components, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 29-34 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 28. 

As to Claim 35, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a substantially rigid damping member and a detector for receiving light energy 
reflected from the wafer, wherein said detector is employed in said inspecting of said wafer, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 36-41 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 35 .
